S.O. 688(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (3) of Section 36 of Motor Vehicles 
Act, 1939, the Central Government hereby accords 
approval to the registration of following vehicles 
with the maximum safe laden weigh! and dimensions 
of the trailer mentioned in the schedule appended 
hereto :—

2. The above relaxation fur the purpose of assign¬ 
ing higher weight limit in respect of the articulated 
vehicles, the description of which is indicated above, 
is given on the basis of following conditions 

1. (i) The Highways and Rural Woiks Depart¬ 
ment is not responsible for any damage 
that may be sustained either by the said 
vehicles or their contents consequent during 
the transit. 


(ii) Hindustan Motors Limited shall be respon¬ 
sible for all damages caused 1o the road 
and the road structures either directly or 
indirectly due to the movement of the 
vehicles and they shall be liable for all 
damages as assessed by the Highways and 
Rural Works Department, 

(iii) The said vehicles shall be moved without 
any hindrance to the normal flow of traffic. 

(iv) All the necessary warning signals such as 
red Hags in the day time and red lights 
in the night time shall be provided tQ indi¬ 
cate ihe extiemeties of the vehicles clearly. 

(v) The permission granted now shall apply only 
to the portions of the roads lying within 
the jurisdiction of Highways and Rural 
Works DepartmenL and permission for 
plying these vehicles over roads and road 
structures vested with the local bodies and 
other departments in the route, if any, has 
to be obtained by the company from the 
authorities concerned. 

(vi) This permission shall be valid only for a 
period of one year. 

(vii) The grant of this permission of the vehi¬ 
cles does not prevent the local officers erf 
Highways and Rural Works Department 
from regulating or stopping the movement 
of these vehicles depending upon the exigen¬ 
cies of the situations and having regard to 
the condition of the road and road struc¬ 
tures. 

(viii) for such special trips, the speed limit shall 
not exceed 16 km. p.h. 

(ix) Plying of the vehicle is restricted on road 
structures such as those declared weak. In 
such cases, diversions shall be used. 

(x) The permission granted shall apply to the 
Model R. 25 H4TD Rear Dumps manufac¬ 
tured by Hindustan Motors Limited. 

(xi) The vehicles shall be moved not more than 
six times per day. 

(xii) There shall be no movement on consecutive 
days. 

(xiii) There shall not be any other vehicles on 
the structure while one dumper is moving 
on a bridge or culvert, i.e. there shall not 
be "more than one vehicle on a bridge or 
culvert at a time. 

(xiv) The firm shall report the engine and chassis 
numbers to the officers of the Highways and 
Rural Works Department in advance before 
movement.
